a transportable programmable information tag uniquely encoded for association with an 
individual purcha se rconsumer of goods and/or services; 

a communication unit capable of communicating information tewith th$ one or more 
information interfaces; 

a purchaoor's consumer's controller, coupled to the programmable information tag and 
the communication unit, arranged to receive information from the ppe or more information 
interfaces through the communication unit, the information being associated with an e r 
commerce transaction relating to indicated ooods a nd/or services, the purchaser' s consumer's 
controller being configured for programming the programmable information tag with at least part 
of the information from the information interface, for confirm i ng tho purchacor hao pa i d forond 
te so that the programmable information tag indicates tha t the consumer is entitled to receive 
from an nr-nor- i ntod m e rchant th e the indicated goods and/or services, the information being 
derived from sources othef-tftan the nnr.nRiateri merchant an on-line vendor and 

a merchant's tag reader for permitting a merchant to read the program ma frig information 
tag so as t o obtain information therefrom from th e source s oth e r than th e oooociat e d morohant , 
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for confirming or authorizing the merchant to deliver the indicated goods and/or services to the 
associated purchaser consumer, the merchant being other than the on-line vendor. 

2. (Currently Amended) The systeg Lapparatu s according to Claim 1, wherein the apparatus 
communication unit and the information interface communicate in a client/server network. 

3. (Currently Amended) The system a pparatu s according to Claim 1. wherein the programmable 
information tag comprises an RFID tag. 

4. (Currently Amended) The system apparatus according to Claim 1, wherein the 
programmable information tag comprises a barcode tag. 

5. (Currently Amended) The system apparatus a ccording to Claim 1 , wherein the programmable 
information tag is detachable from the nppnmtut; consumer's controller and communication unit . 

6. (Currently Amended) The system apparatus a ccording to Claim 1 , wherein the information 
comprises a receipt for goods or service purchased via anthe e-commerce transaction. 

7. (Currently Amended) The system apparatus according to Claim 2, wherein the client/server 
network comprises the Internet. 

8. (Currently Amended) The system apparatus according to Claim 1, wherein the programmed 
information further includes information related to athe particular ueefconsum§r. 
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9. (Currently Amended) An o commorco mothod A mMfaod for permitting a consumer to directly 
receive from a merchant the delivery of goods and/or services as to which the consumer 
previously entered an e-commerce transaction t roncoctod for previously , the rpethod 
comprising: 

receiving a request to complete a commercial transaction for goods and/or sen/ices over 
the Interne t, from fey a consumer to an on-iine vendor; 

completing the commercial transaction ***** fratween the on-line vendor and the 
consumer; 

providing an e-receipt to the consumer by an acooo i atod merchant, via an information 
interface , the e-receipt containing information that may be ucod by th o consum e r to program an 
RFID tag and derived firm ^"^^ nthnr thnn tho aecoc i atod morchant as to completion of thq 
e-commerce transaction : 

programming thean RFID tag with at least part of t he information fremoLsaid e-receipt x 
such programmed information being to verify th§L.the consumer complotod a tranoaction 
eetftting tho consume r is entitled to obtakvdeliveiy of the goods and/or services from a morohant 
of the e-commerce transaction ; 

presenting the 90- programmed RFID tag to tfcea merchant capable of delivering the 
goods and/or services »n ih a mnn n m o r of the e-commerce transaction, the merchant being 
other than the on-line vendor : 

reading^ via a tag reader of the merchant* the programmed i nformation from the RFID 
tag ;, for pormitting tho morchant to confirm 

verifying, bv the merchant, that t he consumer is entitled to receive delivery of the goods 
and/or services, before said deliverv d o li v e r i ng th o sa m e; and 
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j recording selected information related to the commorciaie^commerce transaction and/or 

the e-reoeipt. 

10. (Currently Amended) The o commorc e method according to Claim 9, wherein the 
programmed i nformation includes a unique code. 

j 1 1. (Currently Amended) The o oommoroe method according to Claim 9, wherein the recorded 
information includes data related to the consumer's identity. 

12. (Currently Amended) The o commorce method according to Claim 9, further comprising 
epaatm amaintainina a database that includes information that is used to verify whatthe goods 
and/o r services that are associated with the e-receipt. 

13. (Currently Amended) The o commerc e method according to Claim 12, wherein the database 
further Includes the consumer's profiles. 

14. (Currently Amended) A system for performing e-commerce transactions, comprising: 

means , associated with an on-line vendor, for receiving a request, over the Internet, from 
a consumer, t o complete a comm e rc i a l transaction for goods and/ or services ovor tho Int e rnet 
by a conoum e n 

means for completing the commercial transaction between the on-line vendor and with 
the consumer; 

means for providing an e-receip t to tho Gonoumer , the e-receipt containing Information 
that may bo dorivod from o ourco o othor than an assoc ia ted provider and us e d by tho ooncum e r 
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to program an RFID te ecard to prove athe transaction 's completion for the consumer's right to 
receive the goods and/or services; 

a purohaBor's consLinrter's controller operable^ by tho consum e r in response to the e- 
receipt, for programming the RFID card with the information including the proof of transaction; 

a provider's card reader for permitting a provider other than t he on-line vendor to read 
the programmed information from the RFID card for permitting the provider,, upon confirmation 
of the transaction^ to deliver the goods and/or services to the consumer; and 

means for recording information related to the commorcial t ransaction and/or the e- 

receipt. 

15. (Currently Amended) The system according to Claim 14, wherein the programmed 
information includes a unique code. 

16. (Currently Amended) The system according to Claim 14, wherein the recorded information 
includes data related to the consumer's identity. 

17. (Original) The system according to Claim 14, further comprising means for creating a 
database that includes information that is used to verify what goods or services are associated 
with the e-receipt. 

18. (Original) The system according to claim 17, wherein the database further includes 
consumer profiles. 
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
